BAN AWD 


TO ESTABLISH THE CITY OF KEENE. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court Convened: 


Section 1. The inhabitants of the town of Keene in the 
county of Cheshire shall continue to be a body corporate and 
politic, under the name of the city of Keene. 

Section 2. ‘The said city of Keene hereby is divided into 
five wards, which shall be constituted as follows, namely : 

Ward No. 1 shall include all that part of the town of Keene 
now included within the following limits, viz: bounded north- 
erly by a line drawn easterly from Central square, through the 
centre of Roxbury street and the centre of the highway lead- 
ing by the dwelling-houses of Miles T. Buckminister and 
John W. Nye, to Roxbury; easterly by the town lines be- 
tween said Keene, Marlboro’ and Swanzey; and westerly by 
a line drawn southerly from said Central square through the 
centre of Main street and the road leading to Swanzey Factory 
Village. 

Ward No. 2 shall include all that part of said Keene includ- 
ed within the following limits, viz: bounded northerly by the 
town lines between said Keene and Gilsum; easterly by the 
town lines between said Keene, Sullivan and Roxbury; south- 
erly by the northern limit above described of Ward No. 1; 
and Westerly by a line intersecting with said last mentioned 
line, and drawn thence northerly through said Central square, 
the centre of Washington street, and the road leading by the 
dwelling-house of E. G. Holman, to Gilsum. 

Ward No. 3 shall include all that part of said Keene includ- 
ed within the following limits, viz: bounded northerly by the 
town lines between said Keene, Gilsum and Surry; easterly 
by the west line above described of Ward No. 2; and westerly 
by a line drawn north-westerly through said Central square, 
the centre of Court street, and the centre of the old road lead- 
ing by the dwelling houses of Charles Wright and Calvin 
Randall to said Surry. | 

Ward No. 4 shall include all that part of said Keene includ- 
ed within the following limits, viz: bounded northerly by the 
town lines between said Keene, Surry and Westmoreland ; 
easterly by the west line above described of Ward No. 3; 
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southerly by a line intersecting with said last mentioned line, 
and drawn thence westerly through Central square, the centre 
of West street, and the centre of highway leading from said 
West street by the dwelling houses of Charles N. Wilder, 
Josiah Sawyer, Joseph Wilson, Daniel Brown, and Isaiah, 
Robbins, to Chesterfield: and westerly by the town lines be- 
tween said Keene, Westmoreland, and Chesterfield. 

Ward No. & shall include all that part of said Keene ineluded 
within the following limits, viz: bounded northerly by the 
south line above described of Ward No. 4; easterly by the 
west line above deseribed of Ward No, 1; southerly by the 
town lines between said Keene and Chesterfield and Swanzey. 

Section 5. At the first meeting after the adoption of this 
act, there shall be chosen m each of said wards, in the man- 
ner prescribed by law, one alderman, three common council- 
men, one assessor of taxes, and one overseer of the poor. 

Section 4. The annual meeting of the legal voters of said © 
city of Keene, for the choice of city and ward officers, shall 
be held on the second Tuesday of December annually ; and 
all city and ward officers who are chosen by the people shall 
hold their respective offices for one year from the first Tuesday 
of January next succeeding, and until others are chosen and 
qualified in their stead. : 

Secrion 5. The mayor, aldermen, and common council- 
men shall meet in convention for the purpose of taking the 
oath of their respective offices on the first Tuesday of Janu- 
ary in each year, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon. 

SecTIoN 6. <A police court is hereby established within said 
city of Keene, constituted in the manner prescribed im sec- 
tion 2, chapter 196 of the General Statutes of this State, 
with all the powers and made subject to all the duties pre- 
scribed for police courts in and by said chapter. 

Section 7. All the power and authority now vested by law 
in said town of Keene in regard to the construction, main- 
tenance and management of water-works, is hereby trans~ 
ferred to and vested in the city council, and shall be carried 
into execution by the appointment of a superintendent or 
board of water commissioners, or such other manner as said 
city council shall determine. 

Section 8. Within fifteen days after the acceptance of this 
act by the legal voters of the town of Keene in the manner 
liereinafter prescribed, the selectmen of said town, for the 
purpose of the first election under this charter, shall prepare, 
revise, correct, and post up, in the manner in which selectmen 
of towns are now required to do, an alphabetical list of voters 
in each ward of the city, and shall issue and serve their war- 
rant for a meeting of the leg ul voters in their respective wards 
for the choice of ‘all city officers who are elected by the peo- 
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ple. Such warrant shall be posted at least fourteen days 
before the time appointed for said meetings, and shall desig- 
nate the time and place for the meetings in the respective 
wards. At said meeting, each of said wards shall choose a 
moderator, clerk, three selectmen, one alderman, three mem- 
bers of the common council, one assessor, and one overseer 
of the poor, and shall also give in their votes for a mayor and 
such other oflicers as are then to be voted for. The clerk of 
each ward shall deliver certificates of their election to the 
persons elected aldermen and members of the common coun- 
cil, and a copy of the record of election to said selectmen of 
the town, certified by himself, the moderator, and a maj rity 
of the selectmen of said ward, within twenty-four hours after 
the termination of said ward meeting. The selectmen shall, 
within two days after receiving said returns, examine, com- 
pare, and record the same, ascertain the result of the election, 
and give notice in writing to the person chosen mayor of his 
election. If a mayor shall not have been elected at such 
meeting, the selectmen shall forthwith issue their warrant for 
another meeting, as provided in this section, and the same 
proceedings shall be had and repeated until a mayor shall be 
chosen. Any legal voter in the respective wards may call the 
first meeting to order, and preside until a moderator shall be 
chosen. | 

Section 9. This act shall be void, unless a majority of 
the legal voters of said town of Keene shall, by a majority of 
the voters present and voting thereon by ballot, determine to 
adopt the same at an annual meeting of the voters of said 
town. 

Section 10. The selectmen shall issue and serve their war- 
rant as prescribed by law at least fourteen days before said 
meeting to the legal voters of said town, to see if they will 
adopt this charter for a city government—said votes to be ta- 
ken by ballot. 

Seotion 11. The first meeting of the legal voters of said 
Keene for the choice of city and ward officers shall be held on 
the second Tuesday of April following the adoption of this 
act. The mayor, aldermen and common councilmen then 
elected shall meet in convention for the purpose of taking the 
oath of their respective offices on the first Tuesday of May 
next succeeding. All the city and ward officers elected by 
the people in April shall hold their respective offices until 
others are chosen and qualified in their stead. 

[Approved July 3, 1873.]

ORGANIZATION OF THE 
CITY GOVERNMENT. 


Turspay, May 5, 1874, 10 a. m. 

This being the time fixed by the City Charter for the mem- 
bers of the City Government to meet in convention to take 
the oath of office and organize the City Government, a large 
number of citizens assembled in City Hall to witness the in- 
auguration ceremonies and listen to the Mayor’s address. 
The meeting was called to order by L. P. AtpEn, Esq., one 
of the Selectmen of the town, who announced the result of 
the municipal election, and called upon the officers elect to 
come forward and take the oath of office. The oath of office 
required by law was administered to the Mayor elect, Horatio 
Cotony, by THomas M. Epwarps, Esq. His Honor the 
Mayor then administered the oath of office to the following 
boards, viz. :—

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The election of a City Clerk was then in order, and resulted 
in the choice of Henry S. Martti, who received twelve of the 
twenty votes cast. Prayer was then offered by Rev. W. O. 
Waiter, after which Wm. P. Cocuran, Esq., of the board of 
Selectmen, surrendered the affairs of the town to the Mayor 
and Councils in the following speech :— 


Honorable Mayor and Gentlemen of the City Councils :— 
You having by due process of law organized for the purpose of 
assuming the municipal affairs of the City of Keene, in behalf 
of my associates and the citizens of this City, I now present 
you the original Charter of the Town of Keene, granted in 
the reign of George the Second, ‘‘ by the grace of God, King 
of England, defender of the Faith, ” &c., on the 11th day of 
April in the year of our Lord 1753, sealed and signed by Ben- 
ning Wentworth, Governor and Commander-in-Chief of the 
Forces in the Province of New Hampshire, countersigned by 
Theodore Atkinson, Secretary, with his certificate of its record 
in the Book of Charters, page 149 to 151, inclusive. This 
Charter we trust you will carefully preserve and transmit to 
your successors in office. We also present you the Journal of 
the corporate proceedings and acts of the Town under this 
Charter from its first organization to the present time. It is 
a pleasure and satisfaction in these days of defalcation and+ 
mismanagement that we can present you a record of the pro- 
ceedings and acts of the town during a period of one hundred 
and twenty-one years, in which you may look in vain for an 
act of official corruption. We trust that in the present and 
all future years our record under a city government may be 
as pure and free from official mismanagement as it has been in 
time past under a town organization. Wealso resign to your 
- custody all city property, consisting principally of the City 
Hall, Engine Houses, Fire Engines, &c., the several Cemete- 
ries, ministerial fund and lot, Simmons fund, Town Farm, 
and the City Water Works. . 

Gentlemen of the City Councils: Your purpose here is not 
recreation, but work. Such is the position assigned you by 
your constituents ; to them you are responsible for the man- 
ner in which you perform your duties. You are not to be the 
partisans of individuals, but to direct your efforts for the 
best good of the greatest number. May such be your course, 
without deviation to the right or left. Although you may 
not at once meet with a general approval of all your acts, you 
may rest assured that for public duties faithfully performed 
you will in good time receive a just reward. 


Mayor Colony responded in a short speech, accepting the 
trust in behalf of the city officials, and then proceeded to 
deliver his inaugural address, as follows :— 
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MAYOR COLONY’S ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Councils: 

Clearly limited and defined, as my duties are, by the Gen- 
eral Statutes, I should accept the position of the executive 
officer of the city government with doubt and hesitation, if I 
did not believe I could depend upon your cordial co-operation 
and assistance. As no government, either general or local, 
can exercise its various functions without some degree of 
order and harmony, may I not ask your united efforts in pro- 
moting these objects? . 

The citizens of our late town having taken the responsibility 
of changing from one form of municipal government to an- 
other, it becomes our duty to put its different branches into 
successful operation. While the same results are obtained 
under the one form as under the other, the machinery that is 
used and the methods of operation are entirely different. As 
we.are all of us comparatively inexperienced in its forms and 
requirements, let us proceed with caution, and place it on a 
firm and enduring foundation. To this end, some uniform 
and established method of conducting business between the 
different departments must be devised, and to this subject I 
invite your early attention. 

The provisions in our Charter are extremely limited, and 
we are to look to the Statutes for a definition of our powers 
and duties. In them, the powers and limitations of the dif- 
ferent branches of our city form of government are explained. 
Under them, with the exception of those granted by the Char- 
ter, all city ordinances are passed and enforced. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The recent action of the Town Meeting of March 10th, at 
which all money appropriation to meet ordinary expenses was 
voted, and the reports of Town Officers and School Commit- 
tees, has relieved me from the necessity of covering the 
eround again, and I shall not, therefore, enter into details as 
minutely as I might otherwise have done.

It will be noticed in the Report of the Selectmen, in which 
they estimate the expenses of 1874, that they recommend the 
appropriation of $3000.00 for interest on the Water Loan 
Debt. As no provision seems to have been made for this 
interest, and as the income derived from the water rates is 
not sufficient, you may be obliged to provide for it by special 
action. 

It is to be hoped that $28,000.00, with perhaps the addition 
mentioned. will be-sufficient for the purposes for which it was 
intended. It was the last expression of the people in their 
collective capacity, before they surrendered their power into 
other hands, and, as such, should be regarded. While it is 
impossible to anticipate and limit our expenditures, in every 
particular, it is reasonable to suppose that these appropria- 
tions will cover the ordinary city expenses. 


BASIS OF TAXATION. 


‘Soon after the election, the Assessors of the different wards 
were qualified and proceeded to attend to the duties of the 
office, in which they were assisted by the Selectmen of the 
Town. The basis of taxation for the year 1874, upon which 
they are now acting, is as follows:

WATER WORKS, 


By section 7 of the Charter, all power hitherto existing in 
the Town of Keene, in relation to the construction and man- 
agement of the Water Works, is vested in the City Council, 
and they have authority to appoint a Superintendent, Water 
Commissioners, or govern it in any other manner. As the 
powers of the Town are transferred but not explained, it may 
be well to examine briefly the sources from which the author- 
ity is derived. 

By an Act of Legislature approved July 1, 1861, enabling 
the Town of Keene to establish Water Works, the town is 
authorized to make contracts with individuals and corpora- 
tions for supplying them with water, and to establish such 
rents, charges, and tolls as are deemed reasonable, and to 
place the same under the management of a Superintendent or 
Water Commissioners whose duties are to be defined by a vote 
of the Town. Although special laws have since been passed, 
they have chiefly related to the power to increase the indebt- 
edness occasioned by the construction of the works. An Act 
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approved June 21, 1872, establishing an additional Reservoir 
apon Beech Hill, does not afféct the original Incorporating 
Act under which we derive our chief managing power. 

The rules that have been adopted, from time to time, by the 
Water Commissioners, are not obligatory, but may be of as- 
sistance in your reorganization of this important department. 

The management of the Keene Water Works will require 
your careful consideration. The main pipes are now extended 
through the more thickly populated portions of the city, and 
in some instances to the outskirts. As the burden of taxa- 
tion, for this great work, has fallen upon all in equal propor- 
tion, it is desirable to make its benefits as extended as possi- 
ble, when not inconsistent with the nature of the outlay. 
Another argument in favor of their reasonable extension is 
the additional security afforded against fire. Butregard must 
always be had for the present or prospective Income to be 
derived. 

The Commissioners and Superintendent have made no 
public record of the connecting service pipes, and their loca- 
tion is not generally known. It is desirable that this and all 
other information essential to a thorough understanding of the 
Works should be recorded at once. 

The Report of the Commissioners, dated March 2,is encour- 
aging. ‘The number of applicants supplied with water is 709, 
and the income derived from the eight and ninth assessments 
amounts to $7078.60. As the Town has been charged for the 
ase of some portion of these works, this sum would not indi- 
cate the actual income received, but, as this practice has been 
pursued in other places, it may be the proper method. The 
cost of management has been considerable, yet there remains 
a surplus over the managing expenses. It was the opinion of 
the Commissioners that the income derived from the assess- 
ments, with the $3000.00 recommended in their estimate of 
the expenses of 1874, would pay the interest on the Water 
Loan Bonds. If our prosperity continues, we may expect the 
most favorable results in the future. 

The Water Loan Debt amounts to $145,000.00, and con- 
sists of Bonds issued by the Town at various times, as they 
vequired the money for the construction or extension of the 
Water Works. These were issued in classes and made paya- 
ble at different periods of time. ‘The first will become due in 
January 1879, and the last in July 18938. As these Bonds 
extend into the future, no present action is required, although 
the question of their final extinguishment before maturity may 
arise. The Selectmen, in their Report of 1873, seem to have 
been unanimously of the opinion that the Railroad and Bank- 
ing gar should be devoted to that purpose. 
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CITY DEBT. 


Through *he kindness of the Selectmen, I am enabled to 
give you a statement of the city indebtedness up to the pres- 
ent time.

This debt is not so large as to create any apprehensions, 
but it should be our aim to diminish rather than increase it. 
A large debt is always a serious obstacle in the progress of 
towns‘and cities, and its accumulation should always depend 
upon our means to meet it, by a taxation that in no case 
should be burdensome. | 

Jt will be noticed, in the above statement, that the amount 
due the Collector on the last year’s taxation is $4,864.92. As 
it is quite probable that this will be subject to some reduction, 
by abatements, the indebtedness will be somewhat increased. 

I would also call your attention to the fact that the $4000.00 
recently appropriated by the town, for ‘* Ordinary Town 
Charges,” is nearly exhausted by the payments already made. 


HIGHWAYS. 


At the recent Town Meeting of March 10, it was voted 
that the sum of $10,000.00 be raised, to build and repair 
highways and bridges. ‘This sum was considered sufficient to 
cover all ordinary expenses under this head, for the current 
year. ‘This is one of the largest items of the city expendi- 
tures, as well as one of the most important. Road-building 
and repairing have engaged the best engineering talent, and 
the different systems that have been adopted, and still exist, 
indicate the diversity of opinion among eminent engineers. 
The nature of the soil that forms the road-bed, the material 
adapted to it, the action of frost and water, drainage, and 
gerade, are conditions to be considered in the most common 
roads. . 

Good thoroughfares are absolutely essential to the growth 
and prosperity of towns and cities. ‘These are the avenues 
through which trade is conducted. If their condition is good, 
they assist and promote it; if bad, it is diverted into other 
channels. 

While the highways in our limits have been of fair construe- 
ture, it might be a question for your consideration, whether 
the funds that have been used in their working might not have 
been more judiciously expended. While the best of labor 
may be obtained at convenient intervals, there seems to be a 
lack of connected system between the different surveyors. It 
has sometimes been the practice of the Town to apportion 
this work in school districts, and detach portions of the high- 
way. Hach surveyor has used his own judgment without re- 
gard to the others, and though the plan adopted may in most 
instances have been excellent, in others it has left some things. 
to be desired. As an example of this kind, let an experienced 
surveyor examine sections of our highway where the diffi- 
culties to be encountered and general conditions are nearly 
uniform. The same amount of money and labor is used in 
the one case as in the other, with quite different results. In 
one case the best material is used that is obtainable, and 
we have a smooth enduring surface, with perhaps a slight in- 
clination at the sides to carry off the moisture, yet capable of 
enduring the weight and friction of the heaviest vehicle. In 
the other instance, the same material is used, but improperly 
applied. You can detect where the loads were deposited upon 
the road, and the result is that the action of water and the 
friction of vehicles will soon destroy it. 

Another evil growing out of this is the lack of uniformity 
in outlay. Some districts or locations are liable to receive 
more than their fair proportion, and others to be neglected. 

A remedy for this would be the appointment of a superin- 
tendent of highways, or, of ward surveyors. ‘The same labor 
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can be employed, and we shall have a uniformity that has 
hitherto been lacking, and that too, without increasing the ex- 
pense. 

SEWERAGE. 


As the subject of sewerage was agitated in connection wjth 
the city charter, it may not be inappropriate to allude to it at 
the present time. The introduction of a large quantity of 
water into the different portions of our city, and its continu- 
ous increase, without any connected system of conveying it 
away, may make this question one of great importance in the 
future, but we trust it will not be pressed upon us for years 
to come. No agitation, or action that the people have yet 
taken, would authorize us in the immense outlay that a con- 
nected system of sewerage would involve. 

The physical features of our surroundings present many 
obstacles of the gravest character, and, whenever this work 
is undertaken, the report of some competent engineer upon 
its feasibility and expense would be the first step. If the 
conditions of this report are found to be within our power of 
accomplishment, then some portions of the general plan might 
be constructed, from time to time, until the whole was con- 
shected and completed. In this way, the burden of taxation 
would be divided through a series of years. 

Until our local and general business is thoroughly re-estab- 
lished, and something like its former activity and confidence 
returns, we should not be justified in any measure that would 
affect our financial standing. 

During the last year, the sum of $1389.69 was expended 
for sewerage. It is desirable to make these local sewers as 
permanent and durable as possible, by the use of tile or stone. 
If the first expense is somewhat enhanced, it is economy in 
the end, as wood soon decays and requires replacing. 


SCHOOLS. 


The general management of schools does not fall into our 
hands, but, as the appropriations come through us, we should 
understand that they are judiciously applied. There is no 
subject of more vital consequence to individuals, cities or 
nations, than a thoroughly organized school system. If our 
schools have not reached the position that leaves nothing to 
be desired, they have made steady progress in the right direc- 
tion. There is every ‘disposition on the part of our citizens 
to facilitate educational enterprises, when once convinced that 
the plans proposed are best adapted to our requirements. 
The taxation that comes from this source should be cheerfully 
borne, and the interests of our scholars carefully watched and 
guarded. 
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SCHOOL HOUSES. 


Our school houses and their arrangements are not, in all 
cases, as good as they should be, and some plan might be 
adopted by which they might gradually be brought to a higher 
standard. : 

At a meeting of Union school district, a committee was ap- 
pointed to report some plan for a new high school building. 
When this report is made it may form the groundwork for fu- 
ture action. 

The efforts that have been made, have not thus far resulted 
in any concerted action on the part of the district, although 
the prevailing opinion is that something should be done; what 
that is has not been determined. Whenever the final de- 
cision comes, we believe our citizens will treat it with the 
same enlarged views and liberality that have characterized 
them on other subjects. As we do not provide merely for 
to-day or to-morrow, itis a part of wisdom and economy to 
anticipate the wants that may otherwise press upon us a few 
years hence. 

SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 


it has been suggested by some of the inhabitants of the 
outlying districts, that they considered it for their interest to 
be united with the Union district, and thus enjoy the advan- — 
tages of the high school without extra expense. If this opin- 
ion is generally entertained, and it should not be pressed upon 
them, there certainly could be no objection on the part of the 
Union district. 

And even if the district system remains, I would recom- 
mend that the superior educational facilities of our high school 
be extended.as far, and made as inexpensive as possible. If 
the out districts are not taxed for its maintenance, they are 
for many public objects of which we receive almost the ex- 
clusive benefit, and this little privilege extended to them 
would not be so much an act of generosity as of justice. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The committee appointed by the town, March 11, to con- 
sider the formation of a public library, have not yet made 
their report. If some foundation for this could be com- 
menced, it might result in immense benefit. <A free library, 
well equipped with standard historical and general works, 
would be an armory in which our young men might furnish 
themselves with weapons for the intellectual contests of the 
day. Asamental and moral resource, it is only surpassed 
by the more methodical training of the school. As an avenue 
for general instruction and information, it has no superior. 
But every care should be exercised in its formation, and its 
shelves strictly guarded from worthless books. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


As the safety of the community is, in a great measure, de- 
pendent upon the efficiency of the fire department, it would 
be well to examine into its condition, wants, and discipline. 
All the appropriations asked of the town were granted, and 
measures are now being taken to carry them into effect. 

The purchase of additional hose and a hose carriage will 
enable the department to place the Niagara engine and 300 
feet of hose, at South Keene; and the small hose carriage in 
the west part of the city, near the tannery. 

With 101 hydrants, distributed, at convenient distances, 
over an area of many miles, it is of great importance that the 
hose should be deposited in places easy of access. While 
enough should be retained near the Centre to meet any possi- 
ble emergency that might arise, the rest might be spared for 
more distant points. 

Besides appropriations granted, the town voted to pay the 
firemen the sum of $8 each, in addition to the sum allowed 
by law, and I have no doubt that the result of this increase 
will be most favorable. Men cannot be expected to perform 
the duties connected with this service, without a fair remuner- 
ation. Their labors are frequently most arduous, and should 
be met with public recognition and thanks. 

The department, as it is now constituted, is composed of 
100 men, under the control and management of a board of 
engineers, consisting of seven. The chief engineer informs 
us that he intends to reduce this number somewhat, as soon 
is practicable. 

With our excellent facilities for the extinguishment of fire, 
we are still lacking the means of giving as extended an alarm 
as might be desired. Some arrangement should be perfected, 
by which a heavier bell can be used ae the one now located 
on City Hall. 


POLICE. 


The maintenance of law and order is essential to the safe- 
ty and well being of the community. The police force hith- 
erto employed, and the sums expended, have been small, but 
have been considered sufficient for its preservation, and any 
considerable increase may not be considered necessary. Its 
regulation will be different, but this will not of itself increase 
the expense. Let men be employed who understand the na- 
ture of their duties, and are efficient in their enforcément. 
These duties have not. been arduous, where, with but few 
exceptions, person has been held sacred and property secure. 

Section 6 of the Charter, establishes a Police Court, but 
all its proceedings are regulated by statute. 
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CITY FARM. 


In the absence of any report, except of expenses, I am 
unable to furnish you with any detailed account of the condi- 
tion of the City Farm: but, from information received from 
the recent superintendent and others, Ihave reason to suppose 
that your early attention should be directed to it. There 
have been but three or four per 4anent inmates, and the relief 
afforded to transient paupers has not been large. By the 
Town Report, the sum of $1226.88 was expended above all 
income received. 

Every attention should be paid to the wants of those who, 
from misfortune or that variety of incident that assails every 
phase and condition of life, are compelled to seek aid from 
the common fund; but it might be questioned if this could 
not be aceomplished by some better method than the present. 
If equal, or greater, comfort could be extended for the same 
sum, elsewhere, what disposition or -management would be 
best for the farm and buildings? 


PUBLIC LANDS AND BUILDINGS. 


The public lands and buildings of our city are not exten- 
sive, but, such as they are, they now come under your charge. 

The little park or ‘‘ commen,” in Central Square, should be 
properly preserved for the purpose-for which it was intended, 
and the soldiers’ monument, in the southern portion of it, 
should be guarded from intrusion. This monument was erect- 
ed by the town, to the memory of the citizen soldiery who fell 
in the recent struggle, and, as such, its surroundings should 
be protected and made as attractive as possible. 


‘CEMETERIES. 


Your consideration is invited to the subject of the purchase 
of land for burial purposes. Although various committees 
were appointed, under the recent town organization, to take 
it into consideration, they arrived at no definite result. Ata 
meeting held March 11, 1873, the following vote was passed : 
““Voted, that a committee of three be chosen, who shall be 
authorized, with the approval of the Selectmen, to purchase 
additional cemetery land, and that the Selectmen, in case of 
such purchase, be authorized to issue a note of the town for 
the purchase money.” Although this committee was author- 
ized to take a deed, and had full authority to complete the 
purchase, the result of their deliberations did not extend 
beyond the examination of several locations deemed suitable 
for the purpose. Their report was made at our recent town 
meeting of March 10, and the whole subject referred to the 
City Government. 

The necessity for this purchase still continues, and has ac- 
quired additional force from the time that has already elapsed. 
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Woedland Cemetery, embracing an area, of about eleven 
acres, was deeded to the ‘Town less than twenty years ago. 
At that time, the surrounding land was comparatively low in 

value, and the amount obtained was considered sufficient ; but, 
already, few available lots remain, and all the most desirable 
have been taken. 

A personal inspection of the few suitable locations will 
assist you in your deliberations, and, if you negotiate any 
sale, 1 wish to impress the importance of its being ample 
‘enough to meet future requirements. It is poor policy and 
poor economy to purchase only for the present, as the increas+ 
ing value of real estate, and its occupation for other purposes, 
render it more difficult and expensive to obtain. Amother 
argument in favor of this course is that old burial grounds, no 
longer in use, are apt to fall into neglect and decay. 

The report of the Superintendent of Woodland Cemetery, 
dated Feb. 20, 1874, shows an unexpended balance, in his 
hands, of $2520.15. ‘This accumulation is mostly derived 
from the sale of lots, and can remain as a fund for repairs and 
improvements, or be applied to the purchase of other grounds. 

You will also examine the condition of other Burial Grounds. 
Duty and inclination alike command us to keep these sacred 
repositories of the dead in a good state of repair. 


CONCLUSION. 


And now, gentlemen, having travelled over the ground I irs 
tended at the outset, allow me a few general remarks i in clos- 
ing. We turn, with reverence, to an honorable history that 
extends far back into the limits of the last century, when the 
first step was taken towards an organized lecal government. 
And as we watch its sometimes struggling and feeble growth, 
as it encountered, without proper protection, the severity and 
hardships of those early winters, and the barbarity of the 
lingering savage, we are lost in admiration at the enduring 
faith and rugged, steadfast courage that laid the foundations 
of our township. 

While our past has been mainly composed of quiet, unosten- 
tatious progress, there have not been lacking those heroic and 
self-sacrificing features which may well be our pride and boast. 
And although it would not be allowable in me to dwell upon 
intermediate periods, however prominent, that marked its 
gradual progress and development, I shall at least be excused 
in calling your attention to the fact, from the lesson it incul- 
cates, that whatever we are or possess, to-day, has not been 
the result of any sudden accumulation or unforseen circum- 
stance, but was the slow and legitimate fruit that ripened 
gradually as the years passed on. 

And now, having paid a passing tribute to our ancient 
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municipality, whose existence ceases with the obligations we 
have taken this day, let us, under a kind and favoring Provi- 
dence, look hopefully into the future. As the pathway was 
cleared, under the old dispensation, let us trust that our zeal, 
energy and perseverance will broaden and extend it. 

In throwing off the forms and laws that have, to a greater 
or less extent, governed us for more than a century, and 
adopting others in their stead, it does not follow that we are 
to surrender that careful and conservative policy that charac- 
terized the Fathers of the Town. In accepting the burden 
and the responsibility that has come from them to us, let us 
endeavor to engraft upon our new system, the advantages and 
benefits derived from the old. Let us not cast them aside as 
worn-out and worthless, but rather strive to preserve and jer- 
petuate that cautions and considerate economy under which 
the ‘Town grew and prospered. While we should be keenly 
alive to those enterprises that affect our moral and material 
prosperity, we should not be betrayed by the strangeness and 
powers of our new position, into projects that are doubtful 
and uncertain. Although there may be no occasion for the 
exercise of any power outside the ordinary routine of city 
business, yet, should such arise, I have perfect confidence in 
your ability to meet and discharge it to the satisfaction of all. 
As there is no line of demarkation in our business, social 
relations, and interests, so it should be our common aim to 
represent them all. We should have but one purpose, and 
that the advancement of every interest that would tend to pro- 
mote and increase the growth and welfare of our beautiful city. 
But while we use our best judgment, in the great responsibility 
that is thrown upon us, we must not forget to look to that higher 
Source of all power, without which we cannot succeed. 


On motion the meeting adjourned immediately after the 
close of the Mayor’s address, to meet at 7 1-2 o’clock in the 
evening. At the evening session the Council was organized 
by the choice of H. H.. Darling as President, and’ W. S. 
Whitcomb as Clerk. The Council then adjourned. } 


GENERAL CITY ORDINANCES. 


CITY OF KEENE. 


In THE YEAR Onr THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-FOUR. 


Be it ordained by the City Councils of the City of Keene as 
follows: . 


CHAPTER I. 
ACCOUNTS, EXPENDITURES AND FINANCES. 


SEcTiIon 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of each municipal year, a joint standing Committee on Claims 
and Accounts, to consist of one member of the board of Al- 
dermen and two members of the Common Council, which 
Committee shall meet once at least in each month, and care- 
fully examine and audit all accounts and claims against the 
City, which shall be laid before them, certified-as provided in 
the following section,and shall allow and pass the same if 
found correct and justly due. 

Sec. 2. No account or claim against the City except judg- 
ments of Judicial Courts shall be received or acted upon by 
the Committee on Claims and Accounts, unless such account 
or claim shall be accompanied with a certificate of the officer, 
or agent authorized in behalf of the City to make the contract 
or cause the expenditure to be made, that the same is correct 
and just. } . 

Sec. 3. The City Clerk shall receive all accounts and 
claims from persons having demands against the City which 
shall have been certified as provided for in the foregoing see- 
tion. He shall carefully examine all such accounts and claims 
and see that they are correctly cast, and present the same 
folded, filed, and numbered, to the Committee on Claims and 
Accounts. He shall keep a book in such manner and form 
as the Committee shall direct, wherein he shall enter the date 
and amount of every account and claim against the City as 
finally corrected and allowed by said Committee, and also the 
name of the person to whom the same shall be allowed, designa- 
ting the fund or appropriation from which the same shall be 
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paid; and the certificate of said Committee allowing any suck: 
account or claim shall be made in the book kept by the City 
Clerk. 

Sec. 4 The City Clerk shall, also, under the direction of 
the Committee on Claims and Accounts, keep:a book or ledger, 
in which he shall enter the various appropriations made by 
the City Councils, each under its appropriate head, and 
charge to each the different payments and expenditures which 
from time to time shall be made therefrom. Whenever any 
appropriation shall be expended, the City Clerk shall immedi- 
ately give notice thereof to the Mayor, the City Councils, and 
to the said Committee on Claims and Accounts, and the Com- 
inittee shall pass or allow no claim or account chargeable to 
any head or appropriation which has been expended, until the 
City Conncils shall have provided the means of paying the 
same. The City Clerk shall also open an account with the 
City Treasurer, charging him with the amount of loans to the 
City, and all sums of money paid to him in behalf of said 
City, by the Collector or other officers or agent of the City, 
or by any person in any way indebted to the City, and also 
with all bonds, notes, mortgages, or other securities in the 
hands of the ‘Treasurer, or which may pass into his hands, 
helonging to the City, to the end that the amount and value 
thereof ie) at any time be seen on his books. 

Sec. 5. No money shall be drawn out of the City-Treas- 
ury except upon the written order of the Mayor, addressed to 
the Treasurer, and countersigned by the City Clerk, and num- 
hered so as to correspond with the account or claim it shall be 
drawn to pay. 

Sec. 6. The Mayor is hereby authorized to draw orders on 
the Treasurer for the payment of all accounts or claims allowed 
and certified by the Committee on Claims and Accounts as 
provided in-the first and second sections, but the Mayor shall 
not draw an order in payment for any services rendered, or 
uny materials furnished for any department, beyond the sum 
specially appropriated therefor by the City Councils. 

Sec. 7. Any sum of money which shall have been specially 
appropriated for the payment of principal or interest due on 
any note or other security of the City or of the Town of 
Keene, or of the State and County taxes, may be drawn from 
the ‘Treasury and paid by the order of the Mayor for the pur- 
pose for which it was appropriated without any action on the 
part of the Committee on Accounts, and whenever it shall be 
necessary to pay money in advance on contracts made, or for 
work begun, but not completed, the Mayor, upon being satis- 
fied of such necessity, may draw his order on the Treasurer 
for a sum not exceeding two hundred dollars at any one time, 
taking security therefor. 
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Src. 8. Whenever any money shall be drawn from the 
Treasury for the purposes specified in the preceding section, 
the City Clerk shall report the same and the amount thereof 
to the Committee on Claims and Accounts at their next meet- 
ing, and shall charge the same under the appropriate head of 
expenditures. 

Sec. 9. All City Officers who shall in their official capacity 
receive any money on behalf of the City, shall, unless other- 
wise ordered, pay to the Treasurer the amount in their hands 
once in three months, or oftener if required, except the Col- 
lector of Taxes, who shall make such payment whenever the 
sum in his hands shall amount to two hundred dollars; all 
other persons who shall at any time have money in their hands 
belonging to the City, shall forthwith pay the same to the 
Treasurer. 

Sec. 10. In all cases of the payment of money to the City 
Treasurer he shall give his receipt for the amount to the per- 
son paying the same, which receipt shall be delivered to the 
City Clerk and filed in his office, and the City Clerk shall give 
to the person paying, a certificate as evidence of such pay- 
ment. All City Officers and Agents receiving money in be- 
half of said City, shall deliver to the City Clerk once a month, 
a report in detail of the amount received, and what disposi- 
tion has been made thereof, except in cases otherwise pro- 
vided. 

Sec. 11. The City Treasurer shall, under the direction of 
the Committee on Accounts, keep in a book provided for that 
purpose, an accurate and true account of all his receipts and 
payments on behalf of the City, making the same conform in 
mode of entry as nearly as may be with the accounts kept by 
the City Clerk. He shall not pay any money out of the 
Treasury except upon orders of the Mayor drawn in the form 
prescribed in the fifth section. He shall, once in six months, 
and oftener if required, lay before the City Councils a state- 
ment of the condition of the Treasury, and all moneys re- 
ceived and paid by him on City account during the preceding 
six months. 

Sec. 12. There shall be appointed, at the commencement 
of each municipal year, a joint Committee on Finance, con- 
sisting of the Mayor, one member of the board of Aldermen, 
and two members of the Common Council, which Committee 
shall negotiate all loans to the City which shall be authorized 
by the City Councils, and shall report the amounts to the 
City Treasurer. 

Src. 13. The Committee on Finance shall annually, in the 
month of November, prepare and lay before the City Councils 
an estimate of the amount of money necessary to be raised 
for the ensuing financial year, under the various heads of 
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appropriations and the various means for raising the same, 
and shall also in the month of December annually, prepare 
and lay before the City Councils a statement of all receipts 
and expenditures of the preceding financial year, giving in 
detail the amount of appropriation and expenditure for each 
department, and said statement shall be accompanied with a 
schedule of property, real and personal, belonging to the City, 
and the value thereof, and the amount of the City debts. 

Sec. 14. The Committee on Finance shall at the close of 
each municipal year, and as much oftener as they shall deem 
it expedient, examine and audit the accounts of the City 
‘Treasurer, and for that purpose shall have access to all the 
hooks and vouchers in his possession or in possession of the 
City Clerk or any other officer of the City. Said Committee 
shall not only compare said accounts with the vouchers there- 
of, but shall ascertain whether all moneys due the City have 
been collected and accounted for. They shall also examine 
all bonds, notes and securities in his hands belonging to the 
City, and make report thereof to the City Councils. 

Sec. 15. The City Treasurer shall make up his accounts 
to the first day of December, and the financial year shall be- 
gin and end on the first day of December in each year. 


CHAPTER II. 
OF CITY MARSHAL AND POLICE. 


Sec. 1. The Mayor and Aldermen shall, at the commence- 
ment of every municipal year, appoint a City Marshal, and 
an Assistant Marshal, who shall, before entering upon the du- 
ties of their office, take, before the Mayor and Aldermen, the 
oaths prescribed by law, and shall each give bond in the sum 
of three hundred dollars, with sureties, to be approved by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, for the faithful performance of the du- 
ties of said office. 

Sec. 2. The City Marshal shall have precedence and com- 
mand over the Assistant Marshal, and the other Constables of 
the City when acting together in the same service or when di- 
rected by the Mayor. Inthe absence of the City Marshal, 
the Assistant Marshal shall have such precedence and com- 
mand. ‘They shall aid and assist the City Marshal in execut- 
ing the duties of his office when requested by him, or directed 
by the Mayor so to do. But when neither the City Marshal 
nor Assistant Marshal shall be present, said Constables shall 
have power to act in their stead, taking precedence in the or- 
der of their appointment. 
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Src. 38. The City Marshal shall, froin time to time, pass 
through the streets and highways of the City, and take notice 
of all nuisances, obstructions and impediments therein, and 
on the sidewalks thereof, and cause the same to be forthwith 
removed, and the authors thereof to be prosecuted according 
to law. He shall observe all defects and wants of the hig h- 
ways and streets, and give immediate notlce theieof to thie 
Mayor and Aldermen, to the end that the same may he 
amended. He shall, to the utmost of his ability, preserve 
the public peace, and prevent all riots, disorders and unlawfu! 
practices within the City. He shall carry into execution 
within the City the laws of the State and all the ordinances of 
the City, and be vigilant to detect and bring to punishment 
all violation thereof. He shall obey and execute all the com- 
mands of the Mayor and Aldermen relating to the interest or 
security of the City. He shall receive all complaints mace to 
him of any violation of the laws, or any ordinance of the 
City, and shall, in behalf of the City, cause all offenders 
against such laws and ordinances to be promptly prosecuted 
before the Police Court of the City of Keene, and shall attend, 
on behalf of the City, at their trials. He shall lay before the 
Mayor and Aldermen once in three months, and oftener if 
required, a statement of all offences against the laws of the 
State, and the ordinances of the City, which have come to his: 
knowledge, of all prosecutions instituted by him in behalf of 
the City, and the result of the same. 

Sec. 4. The Marshal shall, under the authority and con- 
trol of the Mayor and Aldermen, carry into execution all rules: 
and ordinances, which shall, from time to time, be made by 
the City Councils relative to the causes of sickness, nusiances,. 
and sources of filth, which may affect injuriously the health 
or comfort of the inhabitants; and shall cause all such nui- 
sances, sources of filth and causes of sickness to be immedi- 
ately removed, destroyed, or prevented, conformably to such 
ordinances, ona the laws on the State. 

Sec. 5. The Marshal shall execute and carry into effect 
all ordinances which shall, from time to time, be made by the 
City Council to prevent unlawful and injurious practices in the 
streets and other public places in the City. 

Sec. 6. The Marshal and Assistant Marshal shall. in case 
of fire. repair immediately to the place where the fire may be, 
and attend diligently to the preservation of the public peace, 
and the prevention of thefts, and loss, or destruction, of 


property. 
Sec. 7. The Mayor and Aldermen may appoint such num- 


ber of Police officers as they may deem necessary, by writing 
under their hands. ‘Said officers may be appointed at any 
time during the year, may be removed at the pleasure of the 
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Mayor and Aldermen, shall hold their offices, unless removed, 
until the first Tuesday of January next succeeding, and shalk 
each render to the City Marshal once in three months an ac- 
count of their services, and of the time spent in the discharge 
of their official duties. The Mayor and Aldermen may, 
whenever they shall deem it expedient, number the Police 
Officers, and each Police Officer shall, when on duty, wear the 
number designated upon his badge. 

Sec. 8. If the City Marshal shall receive any sum of 
money for any services rendered, or act done, by virtue of his 
office, he shall pay over the same to the City Treasurer month- 
ly, with all sums received of the Police Officers and of the 
Assistant Marshal, and shall, at the same time, deliver to the 
City Clerk an account in detail of the different sources from 
which such money was received. 

Sec. 9. Ifthe Assistant Marshal shall obtain any sum of 
‘money for any act done by him by virtue of his office, he 
shall immediately pay the same to the City Marshal, and take 
his receipt therefor. 

Sec. 10. The City Marshal shall, under the direction of 
the Mayor and Aldermen, from time to time, when in their 
judgment the public good requires the same, detail one, or 
more, of the Police Officers to act as a night-watch. Said 
City Marshal shall be captain of the watch, and shall obey 
and execute all rules and orders made and given him in charge 
in that behalf by the Mayor and Aldermen. When on the 
watch, he shall pass in and about the streets and principal 
inhabited places of the City, to prevent danger by fire, and to 
see that order is kept, and that all disturbances and disorders 
are prevented and suppressed; and, for that purpose, he, as 
well as any of the watch, shall have authority to examine all 
persons whom they shall see walking abroad in the night after 
ten o’clock, and whom they shall have reason to suspect of 
any unlawful design, and to demand of them their business 
abroad at such time, and whither they are going ; to enter any 
house of ill-fame, dram-shop, cellar, or other building, for the 
purpose of suppressing any riot or disturbance therein, and to 
arrest any person there found making, or abetting, such riot, 
or disturbance ; and all persons so walking abroad and sus- 
pected of any unlawful design as aforesaid, who shall not give 
a satisfactory account of their being so abroad, and of their 
business, and all persons so arrested in such house of ill-fame, 
dram-shop, cellar, or other building, shall be secured by im- 
prisonment, or otherwise, to be safely kept until the next 
morning, and shall, then, be taken before the Police Court, to 
be examined and proceeded with according to the nature of 
their offence. 

Sec. 11. The Mayor and Aldermen may by vote at any 
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time, for sufficient cause, remove from office the City Marshal 
or the Assistant Marshal, and appoint a successor. They 
may also, in case of the death or resignation of either of said 
officers, or in case a vacancy shall occur in any other way, 
appoint another in his place. 


CHAPTER III. 
“OF SUPERINTENDENT OF HIGHWAYS. 


Section 1. The City Councils, after the first Tuesday of 
January in each year, shall in the month of January in each 
year, and also whenever any vacancy shall occur by resigna- 
tion or otherwise, clect a Superintendent of highways, in 
convention and by joint ballot, to hold his office until the firsi 
‘Tuesday of January next succeeding his election and until 
another is chosen in his stead, unless removed by the City 
‘Councils. 

Src. 2. Said Superintendent of highways, under the direc- 
tion and control of the Mayor and Aldermen, shall have the 
general charge of all the highways, streets, lanes, sidewalks 
and bridges of the -City, and shall attend to the making, 
amending and alteration thereof, and «cause the same to be 
kept in repair so as to be safe and ‘convenient for travelers, 
with their horses, teams and carriages at all seasons of the 
year. He shall also superintend the construction and repair- 
ing of drains and common sewers, and shall see that all 
nuisances or obstructrons in any of the highways or streets 
under his care are forthwith removed, or give notice to the 
Mayor or City Marshal. -He may, under the direction of the 
‘Mayor, make all necessary contracts for the supply of any 
labor er materials he may require in the discharge of his offi- 
‘cial duty ; provided that any particular duty belonging to the 
Superintendent of highways, by this or any other ordinance, 
may be delegated or transferred for any particular work, de- 
partment or occasion by the City Councils, by special resolu- 
‘tion, to any other person or persons. The Superintendent 
‘shall judiciously expend such sums of money, if necessary, as 
may be yearly appropriated for the repairs of highways of the 
‘City, and shall render under oath detailed accounts of his 
expenditures, setting forth the names of all persons hired, the 
length of time each has been employed and amount of com: 
pensation, monthly, to the City Clerk, which shall be laid before 
the committee on claims and settled in the same manner as other 
claims and accounts against the City. And no bill or part of 
a bill for labor on the highways or streets, shall be allowed or 
paid until it is presented in the form above described. 
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Sec. 8. Whenever any highway or bridge or street of the 
City, shall, from want of necessary repairs or by reason of 
any alteration or repairs being made, or of any drain, common 
sewer, or culvert’s being open, or constructed across or 
through the same, be unsafe or inconvenient for travelers or 
passengers, said Superintendent shall forthwith put up a suit- 
able fence across such highway, street or bridge, and exclude 
all travelers from passing over the same; or cause the part 
thereof so rendered unsafe or inconvenient as aforesaid to be 
enclosed by a sufficient fence, which shall be kept standing so 
long as the same shall remain unsafe or inconvenient, and he 
shall also fix one or more lighted lanterns to said fence, to be 
kept there every night from twilight in the evening and through 
the whole night so long as said fence shall be kept standing. 


CHAPTER IV. 
CITY ORDINANCES. 


Section 1. <Allordinances passed by the City Councils shall 
be engrossed or recorded by the City Clerk in a fair and legible 
hand, without interlineation or erasure, and in the order in 
which they shall be passed, in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose, made of strong linen paper, with proper margin and in- 
dex, to be lettered ‘‘ Record of Ordinances of the City of 
Keene,” which book shall be preserved in the office of the 
City Clerk, subject to the inspection of the citizens. 

Src. 2. All ordinances of the City Councils and such reso- 
lutions and orders as the City Councils may direct, shall be 
published by causing the same to be inserted one week in two 
or more newspapers, printed and published in the City, as the 
City Councils shall from time to time designate. 


CHAPTER V. 
ELECTION OF CERTAIN OFFICERS. 


Section 1. The City Councils, in convention, shall, in the 
month of May, A. D. 1874, and in the month of January, | 
annually, thereafter, or when vacancies occur, elect the follow- 
ing officers : City Treasurer ; Surveyors of Lumber ; Measurers 
of Wood ; Weighers of Hay, Straw and Coal; Fence Viewers ; 
Sealer of Weights and Measures; and Sexton; who shall 
hold their office for one year, unless sooner removed, and un- 
til others are chosen and qualified. 
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CHAPTER VI. 


KEENE WATER WORKS. 


Section 1. The general management of the Keene Water 
Works shall be vested in a board of three Water Commission- 
ers, to be elected by the City Councils in the month of May, 
1874, one for one year, one for two years, and one for three 
years ; and after the first year a member of the beard shall be 
elected annually, to serve for three years. Said Commission- 
ers shall elect a President and Clerk of said board, and may 
make such rules and regulations for their own government, 
and in relation to all officers appointed by them, as they may 
deem expedient. Said Commissioners may be removed by the 
City Councils, at any time, for sufficient cause. 

Src. 2. The immediate care and supervision of said Water 
Works shall be vested in a Superintendent, who shall be 
elected by the City Councils in joint convention, whenever a 
vacancy in said oflice may exist, and shall hold his office until 
the first Tuesday of January next succeeding ; but said Super- 
intendent may be removed by the City Councils at any time, 
for sufficient cause. | 

Sec. 3. The Board of Water Commissioners, so consti- 
tuted and organized, shall have and exercise all the powers 
vested in the City of Keene by an act of the Legislature ap- 
proved July 3, 1873, entitled, “‘An act to establish the City 
#f Keene,” so far as the same shall be delegated to them by the 
City Councils; but all their powers shall be subject to any 
limitations and restrictions contained in the ordinances, regu- 
- ations and orders of the City Councils. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Water Commissioners shall, on or 
before the first day of December in each year, present to the 
City Councils a report containing a statement of the condition 
of the Water Works, and of the lands and other property con- 
nected therewith, with an account of all receipts and expendi- 
tures, together with any information or suggestions which 
they may deem important; and they shall, at the same time, 
transmit to the City Councils the report of the Superintendent. 

Src. 5. All bills for expenditures for the Water Works 
shall, before they are paid by the Treasurer, be approved by 
the Board of Water Commissioners and allowed by the Com- 
mittee on Claims. 

Sec. 6. The Board of Water Commissioners shall have 
full power to make all necessary repairs, extensions or im- 
provements on said works, and to procure new supply pipes 
and all other materials necessary therefor ; all hydrants estab- 
lished by the city shall be constructed and kept in thorough 
repair by said Board; but said Board shall have no power to 
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éxpend any money, or incur any debt, or commence any work 
that shall require the expenditure of money beyond the 
amount of appropriations made for that purpose by the eins 
Councils, or heretofore made by the town of Keene. 

Sec.) .7;)> ‘Fhe Superintendent of the Water Works shall 
take charge of the reservoirs, aqueduct, lands and other prop- 
erty connected with the Water Works, as the Board of Water 
Commissioners may from time to time direct, and shall per- 
form all such services in relation thereto as may be required 
of him by said Board ; and he shall annually, on or before the 
first day of December, present to the Board a report of the 
gencral condition of the Works; also, a statement of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures, the number of water takers, the num- 
ber of cases in which the water has been cut off, the number 
and amount of abatements, and such other matters as he or 
the Board of Water Commissioners may deem expedient. 

Sec. 8. The Board of Water Commissioners is authorized 
to determine and establish, from time to time, a tariff of wa- 
ter rates, and to enter into special contracts with individuals 
or corporations for the supply of water for a term not exceed-: 
ing one year; and it shall be the duty of the Superintendent, 
under the direction of the Board, to visit, once at least in each 
year, the premises of every water taker; to make out, distri- 
bute and collect all bills, or cause the same to be done, and to 
exercise a constant supervision over the use of the water. 

Sec. 9. All moneys received on account of the Water. 
Works shall be paid weekly, or oftener, into the city treasury, 
and a receipt shall be taken for the same; and all moneys 
paid into the treasury on account of said Works shall be 
placed to the credit of the Water Works, and shall not be paid 
out except under the provisions of section 5. 

Sec. 10. The rent for the use of water shall be payable 
semi-annually in advance, on the first days of June and De- 
cember in each year. All charges for specific supplies, or for 
fractional parts of a year, shail De payable in advance and be- 
fore the water a let on. 

Src. 11. The Superintendent, under the direction of the 
Board of Water Commissioners, may make abatements in the 
water rents in all proper cases. 

Sec. 12. The Superintendent shall devote himself dili- 
gently to the duties of his office, and shall receive as compen- 
sation therefor a salary of five hundred dollars per annum. 

Sec. 13. The Superintendent shall keep suitable books, in 
which shall be entered the names of all persons who take wa- 
ter, the kind of building, the name of the street, the nature of, 
the use, the number “of takers, the amount charged and 
amount of abatements, which shall always be open to the in- 
spection of the Water Commissioners and any committee of 
he City Councils 
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Src. 14. No member of the Board of Water Commission- 
ers, or of the City Councils, and no person appointed to any 
office, or employed by virtue of this ordinance, shall be inter- 
ested, directly or indirectly, in any contract, bargain, sale or 
agreement, except for the use of water, in relation to the Wa- 
ter Works, or any matter or thine connected therewith 
wherein the City is interested; and all contracts, bargains, 
sales or agreements nade in violation of this section shall be 
utterly void as to the City. 

Sec. 15. It shall be the duty of the Board of Water Com- 
missioners, as soon after its organization as may be practic- 
able, to cause to be prepared by some competent person, and 
to be kept in the office of the Superintendent, a chart or plan 
upon which shall be represented the highways, streets, and 
places in and through which the pipes of said Water Works 
are laid, and upon which shall be designated, by appropriate 
figures and characters, the exact length of the pipes, the pre- 
cise location in such highways, streets, or places of each pipe, 
hydrant, gate, or point of junction of the service pipe; and 
whenever any extension of the main pipes shall be made, or 
additions or changes of, or in, hydrants, gates, or service 
pipe, the same shall be, from time to time, accurately desig- 
nated upon said chart or plan. 

Src. 16. The Board of Water Commissioners is authorized 
to make all such regulations in regard to the use of the water 
and of the service pipe, and for the protection of the main: 
pipes and other property appertaining to the Water Works, 
as they may deem reasonable and proper. 


CHAPTER VII. 
OF CITY MESSENGER. 


Section. 1. There shall be elected, in the month of January 
annually, or whenever a vacancy may happen, by the City 
Councils, a City Messenger, who may be removed at the pleas-- 
ure of the City Councils. It shall be his duty to receive,. 
deliver, and execute all notifications, summonses and precepts 
issued by the Mayor, the President of the Common Council, 
the City Councils, or either branch thereof, or by any com- 
mittee of the same, and make due return thereof. He shall 
prepare and arrange the rooms in which the Common Council 
and the Board of Aldermen shall hold their sessions, or either 
of them when in session separately, and under the direction 
of the proper officer, provide fuel, lights and such other things 
as may be necessary for the accommodation of both branches 
of the City Councils, or any committee thereof. 
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Src. 2. He shall receive and deliver all notifications to 
officers elected by the City Councils, or by the Board of Alder- 
men, and he shall deliver all notifications to committees 
upon the request of the City Clerk, the Clerk of the Common 
Council, or the Chairman of any Committee. He shall have 
the superintendance of the City Hall and all other rooms be- 
longing to the City in said building, except the stores under 
said hall, and see that they are kept in good condition. 

Sec. 3. He shall render an account of the receipts arising 
from the letting of the hall to the Mayor and Aldermen at the 
close of each month, or oftener if required, and such sum as 
may be in his hands he shall pay to the City Treasurer and 
take his receipt therefor, and deliver such receipt to the City 
Clerk. He-shall receive for his services such compensation 
as the City Councils may from time to time determine. 


‘CHAPTER VIII. 
FIRE ENGINEERS. 


‘Section 1. That in the month of May, A. D. 1874, and there- 
‘after in the month of January, annually, there shall be ap- 
pointed by the board of Mayor and Aldermen, a Chief En- 
eineer and six Assistant Engineers, to hold their offices one 
year, or until others are appointed and qualified to fill their 
places; and they shall constitute the Board of Engineers, and 
perform all the duties, and exercise all the powers of Fire- 
wards, provided, however, that they shall be subject to removal 
at any time by the Mayor and Aldermen, who shall have power 
to fill vacancies. 

‘Src: 2. The By-Laws adopted by the Board of Engineers 
‘of the Keene Fire Department, April 25, 1870, and all rules 
and regulations they have since adopted and that are now in 
force, shall be considered as continuing in force, and the 
Board appointed under this ordinance shall have power to 
make such other rules and By-Laws as may be deemed neces- 
sary, provided they shall not be repugnant to, or inconsistent 
with the laws of the State or the ordinances of the City. 


CHAPTER IX. 
CITY SOLICITOR. 


Section 1. There shall be elected after the first Tuesday 
of January in each year and in the month of January in each 
year or whenever any vacancy may exist, by the City Councils 
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in joint convention and by joint ballot, a Solicitor for the City 
of Keene, who may be removed at the pleasure of the City 
Councils. 

Src. 2. It shall be the duty of the City Solicitor to draft 
all obligations or legal instruments that may be required of 
him by any ordinance or order of the Mayor and Aldermen or 
Common Council, or which by any such ordinance heretofore 
passed or may hereafter be passed by the City Councils are 
requisite and necessary or may become requisite and necessary 
to be done and made between the City of Keene in its corpo- 
rate capacity and any person contracting with the City and 
which by law, usage, or agreement, the said City is to be at 
the expense of drawing; also to commence and prosecute all 
suits that may be brought by order of the City, for or on ac- 
count of any estate right, claim, privilege, or demand of the 
City ; also to appear in defence, in all actions or suits brought 
against the City or its officers in their official capacity wherein 
the rights, estate, privileges, ordinances, or acts of the City 
or any branch thereof may be brought in question before any 
court in this State, and shall do all and every other profess- 
ional act which may be required of him by the City govern- 
ment or by any committee of the City Councils or either board 
thereof; and when required by the Board of Mayor and Alder- 
men or Common Council or any committee of the City Coun- 
cils or either branch thereof, he shall furnish a written opinion 
of any legal question or subject that may be submitted to him, 
and he shall also at all times furnish legal advice to any officer 
of the City who may require his opinion upon any subject 
touching the duties incumbent on such officer. He shall when 
requested by the Mayor, City Marshal or Assistant Marshal, 
commence and prosecute before the Police Court any suit or 
complaint that may be brought by the order of either of said 
officers for the violation of any ordinance of the City or law 
of the State. 


CHAPTER X. 
* ° 
OF BILLIARD SALOONS. 


Section 1. No person shall keep a billiard table in the City 
of Keene, except for private use, unless a license therefor in 
writing, specifying the place in which the same is to be kept, 
shall first be obtained from the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Src. 2. Every person shall pay for such license, for the 
use of the city, such sum as the Mayor and Aldermen may re- . 
quire ; and such license shall be revoked and annulled at the 
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pleasure of the Mayor and Aldermen, and shall be forfeited 
upon conviction of the violation of any of the provisions of 
this chapter. 

Sec. 38. No keeper of a illiard table shall allow or per mit. 
any minor to play at billiards, or any other game, in his 
saloon, or to remain therein or in any room connected there- 
with, except with the consent of the father, or guardian, of 
such minor, nor permit or suffer any game whatever to be 
played in said saloon, or any room connected therewith, after 
the hour of ten in the evening of any day. 

Sec. 4. The person violating any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be punished by a fine of not less than one dol- 
lar nor more than ten dollars, and shall also be required to 
keep the peace and be of good behavior. 


CHAPTER. XI. 
DUTIES OF HEALTH COMMISSIONERS. 


Section 1. The City Councils shall, after the first Tues- 
day in January and in the month of January in each year and 
‘whenever any vacancy shall occur, elect by joint ballot and in 
joint convention, three persons, who shall be styled Health 
Commissioners, and who shall each of them have power to 
carry into execution all the laws of the State and ordinances 
of the City Councils, made for the preservation of the health 
of said City. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Health Commissioners 
and,each of them to inquire into all nuisances and other causes 
of danger to the public health, and whenever they shall know 
or have cause to suspect that any nuisance or other thing in- 
jurious to the public health is in any building or enclosure, 
they shall make complaint under oath to some Justice of the 
Peace, who shall issue a warrant directed to them to search 
such building or enclosure, and they may by virtue thereof ‘in 
the day time forcibly enter therein and make search. 

Src. 3. The Health Commissioners may give notice to the 
owner or occupant of any building or enclosure to remove or 
destroy any nuisance or other thing deemed by them on ex- 
amination to be i injurious to the public health within a certain 
limited time therein named, and in case such owner or occupier, 
the said notice having been given to him or left at his usual 
place of abode, shall neglect to comply therewith, the said 
Health Commissioners may forcibly enter such building or 
enclosure, and cause said nuisance or other thing aforesaid to 
be removed or destroyed. 
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‘Sec. 4. They may employ such assistants 'and laborers: as 
may be necessary, and if resisted shall have the same power 
that sheriffs have by lawto command assistance, and any per- 
son willfully resisting them or their assistants or laborers in 
making search or removing any such nuisance or other thing 
aforesaid, shall be deemed offenders against the peace and 
dignity of the statute in such case provided. 

; Sec.5. When the owner of any building or enclosure shall 

‘be unknown to the Health Commissioners or shall not reside 
‘in the City, and the same shall be unoccupied or the occupant 
is unable, in their opinion, to remove the same, they may 
without any previous notice immediately cause any nuisance 
‘or other thing by them deemed injurious to the public health 
found therein to be removed or destroyed. 

Sec. 6. The owner or occupier of any building or enclos- 
ure shall be liable to pay the expense of the removal or de- 
struction of any such nuisance or other thing as aforesaid, 
including the fees of the Health Commissioners who may or- 
der or cause the same to be removed, and the same may be 
recovered by action to be brought by the Health Commission- 
ers in the name of the City. 

Sec. 7. If any person shall place or leave or cause to be 
placed or left in or near any highway, street, alley, dwelling 
house or public place or in any water where the current will 
not remove the same, any substance lable to become putrid 
or offensive or injurious to the public health, he shall be 
deemed guilty of a violation of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance. 

Sec. 8. No person shall! erect or continue any privy or pig 
sty within forty feet of any street or of the dwelling, shop, 
or well of any other person, unless the same are sufticiently 
secured and enclosed, or shall erect or keep and maintain the 
same so near the dwelling house of another as in the judgment 
of the Health Commissioners shall be anuisance. And when- 
ever any privy, drain or sty for swine shall become offensive 
or obstructed, the same shall be cleansed and made free, and 
the owner, agent, occupant or other person having charge of 
the premises in which any privy, drain or sty for swine may 
be situated, the state or condition of which shall be in viola- 
tion of the provisions of this ordinance, shall remove, cleanse, 
alter, amend or repair the same within such reasonable time 
after a notice in writing to that effect shall be given to either 
of them by the City Marshal or any of the Health Commis- 
sioners as shall be expressed in such notice. In case of neglect 
or refusal so to do, the Health Commissioners may cause the 
same to be removed, altered, amended or repaired as they 
may deem necessary, at the expense of the owner, occupant 
or other person aforesaid. 
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Sec. 9. The Health Commissioners shall cause to be re~ 
moved all nuisances or other things deemed by them injurious 
to the public health, found in any highway, street, alley, pub- 
lic place, or in any water where the current will not remove 
the same. 

Sec. 10. From the fifteenth day of May to the first day of 
October in each year, no owner or occupant of any building, 
dwelling house or enclosure shall throw or cause to be thrown, 
or through any sink or sink-spout cause or permit to run upon 
the top of the ground or in and about the premises in which 
he may live or occupy, any. waste water, dish-water or any 
liquid so as to become putrid or offensive or in any way affect. 
the health of the city. 

Sec. 11. The owner, agent, occupant or other person 
having the care of any tenement used as a dwelling-house, 
shall, when required by the Health Commissioners or by the 
City Marshal, under their direction, furnish the same with a 
suitable privy of sufficient capacity, in proportion to the num- 
ber of inhabitants of such dwelling house. 

Sec. 12. If the Health Commissioners shall at any time 
be satisfied that any tenement, used as a dwelling house, is 
not provided with suitable privy as aforesaid, and in their 
opinion it shall be necessary for the public health, they may 
give notice in writing to the owner thereof or his agent or 
tenant, requiring such owner, agent or tenant, within such 
time as they shall appoint, to cause a proper and sufficient 
privy to be constructed for such tenement, to be common and 
subject to the use of the inhabitants thereof. And in case of 
neglect or refusal to obey such notice, the Health Commis- 
sioners shall have power to cause such privy to be made for 
such tenement, the expense of which shall be paid by such 
owner or agent. 

Sec. 13. Any person who shall offend against any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, for which a penalty has not been 
provided, shall forfeit and pay for each offence a penalty of 
not less than one nor more than twenty dollars. 
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CHAPTER XII. 
SALARIES OF CERTAIN CITY OFFICERS. 


Section 1. The Mayor shall receive in full for his servi- 
ces as Mayor, head of the police, and for all other duties ap- 
pertaining to his office, the sum of two hundred dollars per | 
year, to be paid in equal quarterly payments. . 

Sec. 2. TheCity Clerk shall receive for his services, and 


all duties connected with his office, the sum of three hundred 
cand fifty dollars per year, to be paid in equal quarterly pay- 
_ ments, and all fees appertaining to said office. 

Src. 3. The City Solicitor shall receive in full for his ser- 
wices as City Solicitor, and for all the duties appertaining 
to his office, the sum of fifty dollars per year, to be paid in 
equal semi-annual payments. 

Src. 4. The City Messenger shall receive in full for his 
_ services, and all the duties appertaining to his ‘office, the 
‘sum of two hundred dollars per year, ‘to be paid in equal 
quarterly payments. 

Sec. 5. The City Treasurer ‘shall receive in full for his 
‘services and all the duties appertaining to his office, the sum 
of fifty dollars per year, to be paid in equal quarterly pay- 
ments. 

Sec. 6. The Superintendent of highways shall receive in 
full for his services, and all the duties appertaining to his of- 
fice, the sum of five hundred dollars per year, to be paid in 
equal quarterly payments. 

Sec. 7. The Clerk of the Common Council shall receive 
‘in full for his services, and all the duties appertaining to his 
Office, the sum of fifty dollars per year, to be paid in equal 
quarterly payments. 

Src. 8. The City Marshal shall receive in full for his ser- 
vices rendered by him to the City, the sum of one hundred 
dollars per year, to be paid in equal quarterly payments. 

Sec. 9. The Assistant City Marshal shall receive in full 
for all services.rendered by him to the City, the sum of fifty 
dollars per year, to be paid in equal quarterly payments. 

Sec. 10. The Collector of Taxes of the City shall receive 
in full for his services, and all duties appertaining to his office, 
the sum of three hundred and fifty dollars per year, to be paid 
in equal quarterly payments. 

Sec. 11. The regular pay of the Police and Watchmen 
shall be two dollars and twenty five cents per day while actu- 
ally employed, payable monthly. 

Sec. 12. The Justice of the Police Court shall receive in 
full for his services as Police Justice, and for all duties ap- 
pertaining to his office, the sum of one hundred dollars per 
year, to be paid in equal quarterly payments, and the usual 
fees of a Justice of the |Peace, in all cases entered in said 
Court. 

Sec. 138. The Overseers of the Poor shall receive in full 
for their services, the sum of twenty dollars each, per year, 
to be paid at the expiration of their term of office. 

Sec. 14. Each of the selectmen and the Ward Clerk of 
each ward in the City shall receive in full for his services, and 
for all the duties appertaining to his office, the sum of five 


dollars per year, to be paid at the expiration of his official 
ear. 

Src.-15. The Moderator of each ward shall receive in full 
for his services, and for all the duties appertaining to his of- 
fice, the sum of two dollars per year, to be paid at the expi- 
ration of his official year. 

Src. 16. The Chief Engineer of the Fire Department shall 
receive the sum of thirty dollars, and each of the Assistant 
Engineers the sum of twenty-five dollars per year in full for 
their services, and for all duties appertaining to their respec- 
tive offices, to be paid at the expiration of their official year. 

Src. 17. The Water Commissioners shall receive in full 
for their services, and for all the duties appertaining to their 
office, the sum of thirty dollars each, per year, payable in 
equal quarterly payments. 

Sec. 18. The Assessors shall receive the sum of two dol- 
lars and fifty cents each, per day, for each day while actually 
employed in the assessment and abatement of taxes, payable 
monthly. 


CHAPTER XIII. 
OF LICENSING SHOWS. 


Srotion 1.. The Mayor, or in his absence, the President of 
the Common Council, shall have power to license all public 
shows, circuses, caravans and concerts on such terms and 
conditions as to him may seem reasonable and just. 

Src. 2... Any person who shall set up, maintain or exhibit 
any public show, circus or caravan without license as afore- 
said, or contrary to the terms and conditions of said license, 
shall forfeit a sum not exceeding fifty dollars. 


CHAPTER XIV. 
OF OBSERVING THE LORD’S DAY. 


Srctron. 1. No person shall keep open his store, cellar, 
restaurant or bar room, or shall sell, give, offer or expose for 
gale any cider, beer, ale or intoxicating liquors of any kind, 
or fruits, nuts, confectionery, or oysters, or books, pamphlets, 
news papers or merchandise of any kind, on the first day of 
the week, commonly called the Lord’s Day ; nor shall any per- 
son use any play or game on that day. ; 
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Sec. 2. For the purpose of the provisions of the first sec- 
tion of this chapter, the Lord’s Day shal! be understood to 
include the time between the midnight preceding, and the 
midnight of said day. 

Sec. 3. The provisions of this chapter shall not be con- 
strued to prevent any baker from delivering bread, or any 
druggist or apothecary from selling medicine, or the City Liq- 
uor Agent from selling liquors for medicinal purposes, under 
such rules and regulations as may be established by the board 
of Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sec. 4. No person shall keep open his saloon, restaurant 
or bar-room nor offer or expose for sale any cider, beer, ale or 
intoxicating liquors of any kind, between the hours of half 
past nine o’clock in the evening and five o’clock in the morn- 
ing, except the restaurant in the depot in said Keene; and 
the City Marshal is hereby instructed to see that this ordi- 
nance is strictly enforced. 

Sec. 5. Any person offending against any of the provis- 
ions of this chapter, shall be fined not less than one dollar or 
more than ten dollars for each offence. 

Src. 6. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent 
with the provisions of this ordinance, are hereby repealed. 


CHAPTER XV. 
RELATING TO WOODLAND CEMETERY. 


‘Section 1. The Joint Standing Committee ‘on Burial 
Grounds shall have the general superintendence of Woodland 
Cemetery, so called. Said Committee shall have full power 
to direct the Superintendent in the discharge of all the duties of 
his office. They shall, with the Superintendent, appraise the 
lotsin said Cemetery that are unsold, and have the price 
marked upon a plan that shall be kept in the custody of the 
Superintendent. 

Src. 2. All the grades and improvements of avenues, path- 
ways or grounds of said Cemetery, shall be under the direc- 
tion of the Committee and Superintendent, who shall also 
have power to enforce all the laws of the State in relation to 
Cemeteries. 

Sec. 3. Inthe month of January, annually, or whenever 
a vacancy shall occur, there shall be chosen by the City Coun-- 
cils, in convention, a Superintendent of Woodland Cemetery,, 
who, in addition to the duties before prescribed in this ordi- 
nance, shall have custody of the funds of said Cemetery; he 
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shall keep the same deposited in one of the Savings Banks of 
the City, and have his bank book at all times ready for the 
inspection of the Mayor. He shall. dispose of the vacant 
lots at their appraisal, collect all bills due, and deposit the 
proceeds with the general fund, and at the end of each mu- 
nicipal year, make a financial report to the Mayor and Alder- 
men. He shall see that the Cemetery is kept neat and in or- 
der in all its parts, and pay out of the Cemetery Fund, all 
bills for work or materials for any improvements ordered by 
the Committee on burials, and superintend or execute all things 
ordered by said Committee. | 

Sno. 4. The Superintendent shall furnish such bonds as 
the board of Mayor and Aldermen may direct, and for his 
‘services shall receive the sum of fifty dollars per annum. 


CHAPTER XVI. 
OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Resolved by the City Councils of Keene: 


That whereas the Keene Public Library Association nat 
voted “that it is expedient to surrender to the City of Keene 
the shares and all other property belonging to the Keene 
Public Library Association whenever the City shall decide to 
accept the same and to keep the Library in suitable apart- 
ments, in good condition for the use of the inhabitants of the 
City, under suitable regulations, and for the first five years 
expend a sum not less than three hundred dollars per annum, 
and thereafterwards a sum not less than five hundred dollars 
per annum for the purchase and repair of books for the Libra- 
ry; said sums to be raised and expended as above until such 
time as the Library shall have an income of not less than one | 
thousand dollars per annum derived from other sources ;” the 
said City of Keene hereby accepts the surrender of said 
shares and property upon the terms, conditions and limita- 
tions expressed in said vote, and hereby agrees faithfully to 
comply with and perform said terms and conditions. 


Be it ordained by the City Councils of Keene: 

Section 1. That, from and after the passage of this ordi- 
nance, there shall be established and maintained in the City 
of Keene a Free Public Library, which at all proper times 
and under such suitable regulations as may hereafter be 
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adopted by the City Councils or a Committee authorized for 
that purpose for the preservation of the books, shall be acces- 
sible to the inhabitants of Keene. 

Src. 2. Said Library shall consist of the books and docu- 
ments presented to the City of Keene by the Keene Public 
‘Library Association, and such other books as may be present- 
ed by individuals or purchased with money appropriated or 
given for that purpose. 

Src. 3. The joint standing Committee on the Public 
Library shall have the ‘general charge and management of 
said Library, may appoint a Librarian and define his duties, 
and may make all such rules and regulations for the manage- 
ment of said Library as may seem necessary or proper; but 
the City Councils shall determine the salary of the Librarian, 
and may at any time rescind, alter, or amend, any of said 
rules or regulations.

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CHAPTER XVII. 
CITY SEAL. 


Section 1. The Seal of the City of Keene shall be as fol- 
lows: A circle one inch and five-eighths in diameter; around 
the border in capital letters the words ‘City of Keene” in 
the upper portion, and the words ‘‘ New Hampshire” in the 
lower portion; on the disk a figure of Justice seated, with 
her right arm resting on a circular shield. having represented 
upon it an arm in the act of striking with a hammer; on the 
right an inverted horn with coins issuing therefrom; on the 
left a toothed wheel and sheaves of wheat; a railroad train 
in the background; the figures 1874 underneath within the 
border.

CHAPTER XVIII. 


RESOLUTION RELATIVE TO MANCHESTER AND KEPNE 
RAILROAD. 


A Joint Resolution to carry out the popular will,'as expressed 
by the legal voters of the City of Keene, by a majority ex- 
ceeding a two-thirds vote, at a legal meeting held on the 
seventh day of November, 1874. 

Resolved by the City Councils of the City of Keene, as follows: 
That a sum equal to three per cent. on the last property val- 

uation of the City of Keene as made by the assessors thereof, 

be raised and appropriated as a gratuity to the Manchester 
and Keene Railroad Company, to aid in the construction of 
that part of said Railroad which shall be laid out and estab- 
lished between Greenfield in the County of Hillsboro and the 
terminus at the City of Keene, and such sum is hereby ap- 
propriated for that purpose, provided that no part of said sum 
shall be paid in money or bonds or be liable to be paid as 
aforesaid to said Railroad Company, until said Road shail be 
completed for use from said Greenfield to said Keene, or until 
the City Councils shall have satisfactory guaranty from respon- 
sible persons that it will be so completed on or before the first 
day of December, A. D. 1878, and the Councils shall so 
determine by a joint resolution; and the said City hereby 
reserves to itself the right to pay said gratuity in bonds of the 
said City like as her einafter described, to be taken by said 

Railroad, at par, in discharge of this obligation. 

Resolved further, that in order to meet the for egoing obliga- 
tion of the City the bonds of the City in sums of one hundred, 
two hundred, three hundred, five hundred, and one thousand 
dollars respectively, signed by the Mayor and President of the 
Council and countersigned by the Treasurer of the City, shall 
be issued at par with interest coupons attached at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum, payable semi-annually, the principal 
in said bonds to be made payable at such respective times that 
the whole amount of the sum so appropriated shall be payable 
in not more than thirty years, and at least three per cent.: of 
said sum be payable annually, commencing with the third year 
after the issuing of said bonds.

Report of the Superintendent of Highways. 


Krrne, December, 1874. 


To His Honor the Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the City 
of Keene: ; 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit my report of the opera- 
tions and condition of the Highway Department from May 19 
to December 1, 1874. 

Immediately after my appointment. to take charge of the 
City highways I found it would be impossible for me to give 
my personal attention to them all, and where I could not do 
so I employed others to take charge of such sections of roads 
as would be convenient for them to repair, with instructions 
to hire such help as they might need to do the work, and to 
put the roads they had charge of in good repair, and see that 
they were kept so through the season. With one or two ex- 
ceptions they have given perfect satisfaction, and the roads 
thus repaired are generally in excellent condition. 

A large amount has been expended on the South Keene 
roads. A portion of the roads being new and some part of 
them unfinished, made the repairs very expensive. In addi- 
tion to the large amount as shown in table, a further sum of 
$425.13 had "been expended before May 19th, the time I took 
charge of the highways. They are now in such condition 
that less than one-half of the amount expended this year will 
be required to keep them in good repair the coming year. Ex- 
pensive repairs have been made on Beaver Brook road, which 
is in good condition. 

A large number of streets have been thoroughly repaired, 
and will need but slight repairs next year, except those where 
heavy loaded teams and a large amount of travel pass over 
them, and these will not require a large amount expended 
upon them. 

The repairs of bridges have been quite large. In addition 
to those mentioned in table, one new bridge near Marlboro’ 
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line has been built; expensive repairs have been made on 
three over the ‘*‘ North Branch,” and repairs of several others 
have been made, all of which have been charged in the ac- 
counts of those having charge of the different sections of road 
where the bridges are located. It is believed that repairs on | 
bridges the coming year will be light. In addition to the 
work upon sidewalks, as shown by annexed table, many re- 
pairs have been made that could not well be separated from 
repairs of streets, and are embraced in that account. Por- 
tions of Main and Winchester streets have been covered with 
Branch gravel, and no doubt a much larger amount of this 
material will be used the coming year than has been used 
this, not only on the streets mentioned, but on the wet por- 
tions of other streets. It is undoubtedly the cheapest and 
best material we have for permanently repairing our wet 
streets, as it makes a roadway nearly equal to the McAdam 
road. Three-fourths of the amount appropriated by the town 
last March will be sufficient the coming year to keep all the 
roads in the city in good repair, build all new streets that will 
be required, build and repair all sidewalks for the accommo- 
dation of the public, and repair and improve all the streets in 
a very thorough and substantial manner.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER. 


To His Honor the Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the City 
of Keene: 

GENTLEMEN :—In obedience to your request we herewith sub- 
mit the following report of the condition and doings of the 
Fire Department from March 1, 1874, to December 1, 1874, 
making a term of nine months. 


CHANGES. 


Since our last annual report the Town voted to purchase a 
four-wheeled hose-carriage. That vote has been carried out 
by the purchase of a very substantial carriage of the Amos- 
keag Manufacturing Company. 

Jt was further voted that the Board of Engineers station 
the hand engine known as Niagara Engine at South Keene, 
which vote has been carried out; also, to station a hose-car- 
riage near Blodgett’s corner, on West street, which has been 
fulfilled. 

The new four-wheeled hose-carriage is manned by the Del- 
uge Engine Company, which has been reduced to a company 
of twenty men, which makes a reduction of twenty men in 
the Department, and yet we think the Department more effi- 
cient with this change than before. The old Deluge Engine 
is kept in perfect working order, and its services are in all 
probability so very seldom needed that it was deemed expe- 
dient to make this change of companies; and should the 
emergency come when the services of a hand engine could be 
of use, it necessarily would happen when the hose-men could 
be put to work upon the engine without detriment to the in- 
terests of the City, also making a financial saving of the pay 
of twenty men.

Number of Alarms—Two. 

The first was caused by your humble servant for the double 
purpose of testing the Fire Alarm and the response of the 
Department, both of which were entirely satisfactory. The 
second alarm was caused by a chimney burning out. The 
firemen were very promptly on the ground, but as their servi- 
ces were not needed, they soon returned to quiet homes. Such 
has been the active duty performed the past year; but should 
the services of our firemen be required, I have the greatest 
confidence in their ability to command the admiration, respect 
and esteem of our citizens by the faithful discharge of their 
duties. 

The Department was called out in the month of June for 
parade and !inspection, which was well attended, showing 
much true discipline in behavior, and manner in which the ap- 
paratus appeared. The Department is in the best of condi- 
tion ; officers and men are in the best of humor, ready and 
willing to do service when called. 

Allow me here to tender my thanks to both officers and 
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men for their courtesy to me since I have been connected with 
them in the Fire Department; also tomy brother Assistant 
Engineers I wish tu return my sincere thanks for their cheer- 
ful support in all my duties as the executive officer of the 
Department. 


THE INCREASE OF PAY: ITS INFLUENCE, &e.. 


At our last annual town meeting the town voted to increase 
the firemen’s pay to eight dollarsin addition to the sum allowed 
by law (which is one dollar and fifty cents.) This was 4 just 
and generous consideration, and, I believe, one of the best 
noves that has been made for the Department. For instance, 
it has a tendency to keep our companies full; and our records. 
will show that not more than one quarter as many men have 
been appointed during the past year as were the previous 
year, and men are standing ready to join at a moment’s notice 
as I am told by officers of companies. ‘This gives more effec- 
tive and more reliable men, which is just what we want. So 
much for the increase of pay. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


It is becoming more apparent every day that our city needs 
a Steam Fire Engine that shall be kept in readiness so that in 
case of any trouble with the water works either being out of 
order or their power being diminished from its greatest head 
to that of the reservoir on Beech Hill, or a fire in some build- 
ing outside the limits of the hydrants, as the Pottery estab- 
lishments, it could be used. It will be in some unforseen 
manner that we shall see the need of a Steamer. I trust you 
will give due consideration to this subject. — 

J would recommend that our City Authorities provide, an- 
nually, a supper for the Fire Department, and furnish music 
for a Fall Parade to be holden every year in the month of Oc- 
tober. It would cost but a small amount in all, and I think 
it would have a good effect. I could give many reasons for 
this which perhaps‘are not necessary here. ‘The sum required 
for this object would not exceed one hundred dollars. 

IT would also recommend all persons who are using water in 
greater or less quantities, in case of a fire, to stop its use, 
as it diminishes the power of the hydrants. 
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The necessary appropriations for the coming year for ordi- 
nary expenses, need be no more than for the past year. 
For the Expenses and Financial Report of the Department 
see elsewhere in City Report, under’ expenditures.

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REPORT OF THE CITY SOLICITOR. 


To the Hon. Horatio Colony, Mayor of the City of Keene: 


Str: As far as is known to this office, the following are the 
only cases now pending in any court in which the City of 
Keene is a party, or in which it has any interest. And the 
only one of considerable importance is the action of Charles 
R. Hardy, now on review in behalf of the City. The action 
was originally entered in court at the April term, 1872, and 
was brought to recover damages which the plaintiff claimed . 
against the Town of Keene for personal injuries resulting to 
him from a defect, or obstruction, of Beaver street. The 
action was tried by a jury at the October term, 1873, which 
returned a verdict of $3,750 in favor of the plaintiff. The’ 
agent and counsel of the Town took several exceptions to the 
rulings of the court during the trial, which were transferred 
to the Law Term, where they have been overruled and judg- 
ment ordered on the verdict, which has been paid. ‘The 
review was based on two grounds, which were fully approved 
by those whose position gave them the means of forming a 
reliable opinion, and in whose judgment the public have great 
confidence. 

The grounds were these: first, that on all the facts con- 
nected with the accident, the City is not liable for damages ; 
and second, that if liable at all, it must be but for a small 
amount, and that $3,750 was excessively high and ought to 
be greatly reduced. 

At the last term of our Circuit Court, the petition of Wil- 
liam A. Wilder and others was entered, asking for a new 
highway, commencing near his present residence in Gilsum 
and running in a southeasterly direction to the new. Gilsum 
road at ‘‘ the old Bridge place” in Keene.

There was also entered at the same term an appeal taken 
by James B. Elliot from the assessment of damages by the 
City authorities in laying out Elliot street. 

These two cases were referred to the County Commission- 
ers, who will be likely to act upon them before the April term 
of our court.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


To his Honor the Mayor, and Boards of City Councils? 

GENTLEMEN :—The Health Commissioners have but little to 
report that,it would be proper to particularize. 

We heard about twenty -complaints, setting forth various 
grievances, all of which have received our attention, most of 
which arose from neglect of owners or occupants of premises, 
such as faulty sink drains, &c., and were corrected after the 
‘Board had requested, and called their attention to the City 
“Ordinances. 

Complaint was made of the drain on Vernon street as being 
dangerous to health, it being uncovered for some distance, and 
the only outlet for numerous water-closets. The difficulty 
‘cannot be corrected permanently without the expense of a 
well covered drain, which we did not feel justified in building, 
but caused the old one to be cleaned, affording partial tempo- 
rary relief. } 

The drain or sluggish brook in the vicinity of Emerald and 
Ralston streets, came in for its share of complaints, but the 
nature of the ground makes it difficnlt to very materially im- 
prove it. 

Loud complaint was made by parties living near the open 
drain from the tannery on West street. After looking it over 
carefully, we concluded that no permanent relief could be ef- 
fected without a considerable expense in drains; we accord- 
ingly passed the subject over to your committee on drains and 
sewers. sae 

We have endeavored to show due respect to all complaints. 
Most of them were eminently proper, while some again re- 
minded us of the old story that ‘‘we see the mote &c.”; but 
until the City constructs adequate sewers to receive the in- 
creasing amount of waste, we may expect an additional 
amount of annoyance under this head..

ment in discharge of such fine and costs; having the right at 
any time to be discharged upon payment of the balance of 
such fine and costs to the jailer.
